THE QUEEN AND THE SPITZKOP 
DISASTER. 


ĪMMEDIATELY on the news reaching the Queen of 
the disaster at Majuba Mountain, her Majesty 
directed a telegram to be dispatched to Sir Evely! 
Wood, expressing her deep regret at the disaster 
which had befallen her brave troops, and her sym- 
pathy with the officers and men who have been 
wounded in action. Similar telegrams were also sent 
by the Prince of Wales and the Duke of Cambridge:

Major-General Sir F. Roberts, G.C.B., has been 
appointed to succeed Sir George Colley in the com- 
mand of the troops in Natal and the Transvaal. The 
grand banquet at Eton College, which was to have 
been given to the General, will not take place, in 
consequence of his being ordered to the Cape. ‘The 
sword of honour, which was to have been presented , 
to Sir Frederick at the banquet, will be sent tO 


The Queen gave a state banquet at Windsor 
Castle last Monday night in honour of the marriage 
of her grandson, Prince William of Prussia, au 
Princess Augusta Victoria of Holstein-Augusten- 
burg. We describe and depict the wedding else- 
where. Тһе guests invited to the entertainment 
included the Princess of Wales, the Duchess 0

EVELYN WOOD’S EPITOME OF 


THE SPITZKOP DISASTER. 
General Sir Evelyn Wood, who had been busily 
occupied in hurrying up the Reinforcements which Sit 
George Colley ought to have waited for, transmitted 
tke following cablegram a€ 6.30 p.m. last Sunday, 
Feb. 27 :— 

Colley occupied Majuba Mountain last night. Stewart 
and Fraser, R.E., twenty officers, 600 men of 58th and 60th, 
92nd, and some Naval Brigade, was attacked at seven a.m. 
Repulsed all attacks till 2.30, when our people were driven 
back, and are retreating ; losing heavily. Essex telegraphs 
from Mount Prospect there is no doubt Sir George Colley 


is among the killed, and Colonel Bond corroborates, I 
shall go back to Newcastle to-morrow. 


COLONEL BOND’S ACCOUNT. 

Colonel Bond, of the 58th, left in command of the 
British Camp facing Lang’s Neck at Mount 
Prospect, dispatched this account of the reverse oD 


Sunday afternoon :— 

Last night Sir G. P. Colley, with Staff, consisting of 
Lieut.-Colonel Stewart, A.M S., and Major Fraser, R.E., 
proceeded with twenty officers and 627 men, 58th Regiment, 
third Battalion 60th, 92nd, and Naval Brigade, to occupy 
the Majuba Mountain, overlooking the enemy's position. 
The Boers attacked about seven a.m., and satisfactory 
reports were signalled from the General and telegraphed +0 
you up to eleven a.m. About one the firing increased, 
and at 1.30 p.m. it was evident from the camp that a sudden 
change had occurred in the position of affairs. Great con- 
fusion was observed on-the hill, but owing to the distance 
from camp it was not at first possible to determine whether 
the enemy or our men were retiring. Ву 2.20, however, it 
was only too clear that we had lost the hill, and that ош 
men were retiring under a heavy fire. I have to report 
with deepest regret that I fear, from information I hav? 
obtained, there is no doubt that Major-General Bir б. 
Colley is among the killed, but at present the enemy is still 
in the vicinity of the camp. І have not obtained certai* 
proof.

DAYLIGHT WAS BREAKING 
when we approached the hill which was the object 
of our expedition. We had started at ten o'clock, 
and had been more than six hours in accomplishing

a distance which, as the crow flies, was little over 
four miles. We had, of course, made a great detour, 
во аз to reach the position from its rear, and во avoid 
giving the alarm to any outlying posts the Doers 
might have thrown out in front of their line of 
position. 

At a commanding point on the hill we left two 
hundred of our force to keep open our communication 
with the camp. They were ordered to set about 
intrenching themselves at once.

The enemy’s principal laager was about two 
thousand yards away. 

The position we had secured was undoubtedly one 
of immense natural strength. On the summit was 
a plateau, so that all the troops not actually engaged 
in repelling assaults could lie down perfectly secure 
from fire from below. 

For an hour the greater part of the troops rested, 
a portion, however, helping the sailors, who had not, 
so far, been able to get the Gatling gun up the hill. 

At sunrise the Boers were to be seen moying in 
their lines; bùt it was not until nearly an hour later

were seen trotting out towards the hill, upon which 
they evidently intended to take their stand. 

As they approached, our outlying pickets fired 
upon them, and our presence was for the first time 
discovered. 

The sound of our guns was heard at the Dutch 
laager, and the whole scene changed as if by magic. 

In place of a few scattered figures, there appeared 
on the scene swarms of men rushing hither and 
thither. Some rush to. their horses, others to the 
waggons; and the work of inspanning the oxen and 
preparing for an instant retreat began at once.

Opposed to such shooting as this, there was 
no need to impress upon the men to keep 
well under cover. They only showed to take 
an occasional shot; and, accurate as was the 
enemy’s shooting, up to eleven o’clock we had 
but five casualties. 

COMMANDER ROMILLY WAS 
DANGEROUSLY WOUNDED 


as he was standing close to General Colley ; 
he was struck by a ball fired from a long dis- 
tance, as he was out of the line of fire from the 
Boers below. Four of the 92nd were slightly 
wounded. 

Twenty men of this regiment, under Lieu- 
tenant Hamilton, held the point which was 
most threatened by the Boers. 


NOTHING COULD EXCEED THE 
STEADINESS OF THESE 
HIGHLANDERS. 


They kept well under cover, and, although 
they fired but seldom, they killed eight or 
ten of the Boers who showed themselves from 
behind cover. 

' бо far, our position appeared perfectly safe. 
Тће Boers had, indeed, got between us and 
the camp; but we had three days' provisions, 
and could hold out until the reinforcements 
сате up. Our casualties were, with the ex- 
ception of that of Commander Romilly, few 
and unimportant, and all were perfectly con- 
fident of the result.

There was a wild rush with the Boers 
close behind: the roar of fire, the whistling of the 
bullets, the yells of the eneiny, made up a din which 
seemed infernal.

At thismoment I was knocked down by the rush and 
trampled on, and when I eame to my senses the 
Boers were firing. over me at the retreating troops, 
who were moving down the hili. 

Upon trying to rise I was taken prisoner, and led 
away.

THE BOERS WERE VERY CIVIL. 


They took, it is true, а few articles I had abont 
me; but no troops in the world could, on the whole; 
have behaved better as victors. 

Talking with me, they ascribed their victories not 
to their arms or bravery, but to the righteousness 0 


their cause. 


As to the completeness of their victory there сап 
be no question. ‘They carried by sheer fighting # 
position which the General himself considered to ђе, 
defended by the force at his command, impregnabie- 
Even now 1 can hardly understand how it was done— 
so sudden was the rush, so instantaneous the change 
„а what we regarded as perfect safety ѓо imminent 
peril. 

Up to the moment when they made this rush 
they had effected no progress whatever; a few only 
of our men had been engaged; the casualties were 
trifling in the extreme. A few minutes later they 
held the crest of the hill, and our men were defend- 
ing the natural basin in which they had been lying 
in apparent security. $

THE LATE SIR GEORGE COLLEY. 


Brigadier-General Sir George Pomeroy Colley 
(whose portrait we engrave) has had a long and dis- 
tinguished military career, as our readers may remem- 
ber. Both the Duke of Cambridge and Sir Garnet 
Wolseley had a very high opinion of his abilities- 
He entered the 2nd Foot as Ensign in May, 1852; 
was Lieutenant, August, 1854; Captain, June, 1860; 
Brevet-Major, March, 1863; Brevet Lieutenant- 
Colonel, May, 1873; Colonel, April, 1874; ап 
received local rank as Brigadier-General, June; 
1879. He was employed оп special А service 
on the Cape frontier in 1858, 1859, and 1881, 
and was concerned in the occupation of Kreli's 
territory and the defeat and death of Tola, for which 
services he was twice thanked by the Government, 
and in recognition of which he received his brevet 
majority. He next served with distinction through- 
out the China War of 1860, participatingin the cap- 
ture of the ‘Taku forts and the several actions duri 
the advance on Pekin. For this he received a međa 
with two clasps. From 1871to 1873 Не fulfilled the 


duties of Military Administration and Law at the- 


Staff College, Sandhurst, but at the close of 1873 he 
was again in Africa, doing good service in thé 
Ashantee War. In 1878 he was made а G.C.B. for 
his services in South Africa; and for his services 
during the Afghan campaign, when he obtained 
leave from Lord Lytton, for whom he was acting 45 
do «1.0.9.1.

Sir Garnet Wolseley succeeded Lord Chelmsford

MR. GLADSTONES SLIP, 

AND THE PRIME MINISTER'S 

: RAPID RECOVERY. 

As every incident relating to the Prime Minister is 
of unfailing import and interest to our readers all 
the world over, we commend to the notice of our 
subscribers the Illustration of the accident which 
befell Mr. Gladstone on Wednesday se'nnight, and 
the subjoined accurate account of the mishap, which 
has secured for the right hon. gentleman a universal 
expression of that sympathy which his noble career 
of self-sácrifice has abundantly entitled him to. 


Mr. Gladstone, undeterred by the inclement 
weather, drove to Marlborough House after the 
House of Commons rose on Wednesday, Feb. 23, in 
order to attend the dinner party given by the Prince 
and Princess of Wales. The snow, which had com- 
menced falling in the afternoon, lay on the ground to 
a depth of about two inches when the right honourable 
gentleman set out on his return about eleven p.m. 
He directed his coachman to drive along St. James's 
Park and set him down at the park entrance to his 
official residence in Downing-street. Prior to 
alighting from his carriage, Mr. Gladstone asked his 
servant, who was at the gate leading from the garden 
into his house, whether the ground was slippery. 
The footman, thinking the inquiry had reference to 
whether it was freezing at the time, said it was not, 
and Mr. Gladstone at once stepped down and hurried 
into the garden. Не had only gone two or three 
paces when he slipped on the snow, and the right 
hon. gentleman fel] back, striking his head with con- 
siderable force against the garden step. He was, 
however, able to rise without assistance, and had 
pes his feet before his attendants reached him. 

е butler, Mr. Hyams, immediately came up, 
and the Premier took his arm, and with this assist- 
ance walked into the house. Mr. Gladstone sat 


down in one of the lower rooms, and his attendant. 


bathed his head, which was bleeding copiously, 
with cold water, and applied other remedies to 
alleviate the pain. Тһе ‘family physician, Dr. 
Andrew Clark, was communicated with, but, not 
being at home, Dr. Thomas Bond, of Delahay- 
Street, was sent for; and, in the absence of that 

entleman also, his colleague, Dr. Blake, visited the 

remier. The latter gentleman found that Mr. 
Gladstone had sustained an extensive scalp wound 
about two inches in length. The right hon. gentle- 
man had lost a quantity of blood. Dr. Blake dressed 
the wound, stopped the flow of blood, and prescribed 
absolute rest for a day or two fof his patient. Mrs. 
and Miss Gladstone were both at Lord Rosebery's 
when the accident occurred. Intelligence was sent 
to them shortly after midnight, and they at once 
returned home, fortunately to find Mr. Gladstone by 
that time much better. 

The Queen, the Prince of Wales, Mr. Gladstone’s 


friends of the Prime Minister, promptly inquired 
how the right hon. gentleman was progressing. As 
the Queen came to town on the day after the accident, 
her Majesty might well have driven across St. 
James’s Park to make a personal inquiry at Down- 
ing-street. It was reserved to the Prince of Wales 
alone of the Royal Family. to have the courtesy and 
diseretion to do this. Happily, Dr. Andrew Clark 
had each day news of steady recovery from the 
effects of the fall to repert. Sir James Paget and 
Dr. Andrew Clark visited him between ten and 


eleven o'clock on Sunday morning, whén the wound 


was redressed and found to be healing satisfactorily. 
Mr. Gladstone wis able to transact some official 
business with the assistance of his secretaries, and 
on Sunday afternoon the Marquis of Hartington had 
an interview with him on public affairs.

THE BERLIN WEDDING. 

To the portraits of Prince William and his bride, 
printed. in the ‘last Number of the PENNY 
ILLUSTRATED PAPER, we have now to add а draw- 
ing of the marriage ceremony. 


THE BRIDEGROOM 
is Frederick William Victor Albert, son of the Crown 
Prince of Prussia and of Germany; grandson of the 
German Emperor and óf Queen V ictoria, nephew in 


the fifth degree of Frederick the Great, and twenty- 
fifth lineal descendant of that adventurous Conrad, 
cadet of Hohenzollern, who, girding on his rusting 
sword and leaving his. father's hill-keep to take 
service under Barbarossa, was by that monarch made 
Burg-grave or Castlewarden of Nürnberg, and from 
whom issued that illustriousline of heirs who, having 
become rulers in the barren and boggy Electorate of 
Brandenburg, gradually extended their sway over 
two thirds of Germany, and achieved the Imperial 
title in justification of the family motto, **From 
Crag to Sea," or from the cliffs of Hohenzollern to 
theshores of the Baltic. 

Prince William was born on Jan. 27, 1859, almost 
exactly a year after the marriage of his parents in 
London. On Jan. 27, 1869, having on that day 
reached his tenth year, he was, in accordance with 
old-established Prussian eustom, invested with the 
Order of the Black Eagle (the Garter of the 
monarchy) and formally enrolled аз an officer in the 
Ist Foot Guards; and a little later, on May 2, 
the anniversary of Gross-Górschen, where the regi- 
ment received its baptism of fire, he was formally 
presented to his comrades in the garrison church аб 
Potsdam by his Royal grandfather. On Sept. 1, 
1874 (the anniversary of Sedan), the Prince was 
ceremoniously confirmed in the garrison church ; an 
act which, more, perhaps, than in England, marks 
the commencement of a distinctly new era in the 
life of а German youth. 

Despite the somewhat autocratic nature of Prussian 
Sovereigns,a certain condescension of the manner 
and simplicity of habit have always endeared them 
to the people, who are charmed, for example, with 
the traditionary custom in the Royal family which 
prescribes that every Prince of the blood shall learn 
some useful handicraft or other, so as to strengthen 
their spirit of independence and make them wise 
through actual contact with the material world. It 
is thus, for instance, that the Crown Prince, were 
some unlikely caprice of fortune to deprive him of 
his Royal inheritance, could easily set fortune at 
defiance by his skill as a turner; while on the 
Emperor’s cabinet table are several samples of his 
deceased grandson Waldemar’s proficiency as a book- 
binder. ln like manner Prince William hasacquired 
no mean skill as an amateur artisan; and the 
elements of his general education, too, were mainly 
acquired among the sons of the people. 
himself heart and soul to his military duties at 
Potsdam as First or Senior Lieutenant in the 
Guards, claiming no exemption on account of his 
rank, and devoting the hours not demanded by active 
service to sedulous study under special military 
tutors.

between the Prince and Prineess may probably be 
traced to a certain hunting party invited not so very 
long ago to Castle Prinkenau, the seat of the 
Augustenburg family in Silesia, of which the Prince 
was, а favoured member. On June 2 last, six 
months after the death of the Dukeof Augustenburg, 
the princely pair were ceremoniously betrothed (a 
form and contract of greater importance in Germany 
than in England) at Castle Babelsberg, the Emperor’s 
beautiful country seat on the wooded heights of the 
Havel, near Potsdam, in presence of the heads of the 
Royal family of Prussia and of Schleswig-Holstein- 
Sonderburg - Augustenburg. ^ All the Emperor’s 
Court was there, too, including Prince Bismarck.

And now for a word or two about the Presumptive 
Empress of Germany, Augusta Victoria Amelia 
Louise Marie Constance, who was born, the eldest of 
five children, on-Oct. 22, 1858, at Dolzig, a Silesian 
estate of her parents, the Grand Duke and Grand 
Duchess of Schleswig- Holstein-Sonderburg- Augus- 
tenburg, and is thus about three months older jthan 
her husband. Her mother, the Grand Duchess 
Adelaide (still living), was the daughter of Ernst, 
Prince of Hohenlohe-Langenburg (and therefore the 
sister of Count Gleichen), who married Queen 
Victoria’s half-sister, Feodora, and who, dying in 


1860, was pronounced by the Prince Consort to be 
**a thoroughly good, noble, spotless, and honourable’ 


man," but whose virtues did not prevent serious 
losses accruing to him from the social convulsions of 
1848 in Germany. As her father, too, the Duke of 
Augustenburg, bad to suffer severely at the hands 
of Prussin at the time of the Schleswig-Holstein 
complication, the Princess Augusta Victoria comes 
of nu ancestry whose property and х privileges 
have been wofully curtailed by modern. political' 
tendencies. 

While indirectly connected with so many crowned. 
heads, Princess Victoria is not without much humbler 
though equally honourable relations—one of her 
aunts, Princess Henrietta, being the wife of Dr. 
Esmarch, *he celebrated professor of surgery at 
Kiel. The little parish and mansion of Dolzig, 
where Princess Victoria was born, is near Frankfort- 
on-the-Oder. 

Since the triumphal entry of the German troops 
after the victories of their last great campaign, 
about ten years ago, Berlin has never presented such 
a sight as it did on Saturday last, when the Prussian 
capital kept high holiday, and thronged the streets: 
to welcome and stare at their young Prince's bride,: 
who made her entry in company with the Imperial’ 
Crown Princess of Germany (Princess Royal of 
Englupd). The bride wore a light blue dress, a white 
shawl trimmed with fur and white, and red roses in, 
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her hair, The Crown Princess was clothed in velvet 
brocade and ermine. At the Brandenburg Gate, 

err Von Forckenbeck congratulated the bride in 
the name of the town, and she answered in a few 
graceful words, expressing how touched she felt at 
the welcome given, and how she would try to return 
the affection the people were now manifesting for 
her until they should consider her as Berlinese as any 


of them. 
THE MARRIAGE, 


Avoiding dry detail and tedious verbosity—to which 
the majority of our daily .contemporaries are 
wedded—we may sum up the marriage ceremony on 
Sunday evening in the few words ** wired" by the 
Daily News’ Correspondent :—'The religious cere- 
mony was performed at seven o’clock in the evening 
in the chapel of the Castle by Pastor Koegel, the 
chief Court Chaplain. Viewed from inside. this 
spacious church, the scene was grand in the extreme 
as the doors leading from the White. Hall were 
thrown open and the Royal party entered. The 
Emperor ted the Queen of Saxony and the Duchess 
of Schleswig-Holstein, mother of the bride. The 
Empress then followed, having the King of Saxony 
on her right hand and the Prince of Wales on her 
left. The other Royal guests (including the Duke 
of Edinburgh) followed, and when the doors were 
closed the youthful couple advanced to the altar and 
stood for nearly a quarter of an hour a few feet 
before the cassoek, while Dr. Koegel made a long 
discourse, in which he expressed a sincere hope that 
the young Prince would lead à righteous and good 
life, and not forget the glorious example which his 
illustrious grandfather, Ше Emperor, апа his grand- 
mother, Queen Victoria of England, had set him. 

After Dr. Koegel had finished his speech, the 
Service was proceeded with, and then Prince William 
turned to his bride and placed the ring on her finger. 
Loud cannon salutes from without proclaimed to the 
world the completion of the ceremony. 

The Royal party then slowly left the chapel in the 
same order as they entered, and proceeded to the 
White Hall, where the young Princess, with her 
husband on her right hand, sat on the throne of 
honour; and all the guests not of Royal blood defiled 
slowly before her. The guests were so numerous that 
the ceremony of marching past lasted till nearly 
ten o'clock, when all left for supper in the Rittersaal, 
to return afterwards to the White Hall, where the 
torch dance was performed.
